SAFETY GROUP CALLS FOR 

MORE POLICE ON ROADS 

COUNTY FORCE BOOSTS NUMBERS BUTSTILL AMONG SMALLEST UNITS 


The number of road traffic of¬ 
ficers in Northamptonshire 
has increased by almost 30 
per cent since 2008, but there 
are still fewer than 50 road 
police in the county. 

Figures released by national 
charity, Brake, showed the 
number of traffic officers in 
Northamptonshire increased 
by 28 per cent between 2008 
and 2012, from around 36 of¬ 
ficers to 47. 

Indeed, Northampton¬ 
shire Police has increased the 
number of road police in the 
county by a bigger proportion 
than any other force. 

However, the statistic 
showed only Bedfordshire 
currently had fewer road traf¬ 
fic officers than Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police in England. 

The figures have been re¬ 
leased after it was revealed 
forces across the country had 
been cutting road police num¬ 
bers by up to 40 per cent. 

The largest cuts have been 


in Bedfordshire, where road 
police have been reduced by 
44 per cent, as well as South 
Wales and Dyfed Powys, where 
cuts were around 40 per cent, 
and West Mercia and Hamp¬ 
shire, where reductions were 
more than a third. 

Julie Townsend, deputy 
chief executive at Brake, said: 
“It is desperately worrying 
such large cuts continue to be 
made to traffic policing,just as 
progress is being made to im¬ 
prove the law on deadly drug 
driving. 

“Cutting traffic police is a 
false economy, because the 
crashes and casualties they 
help to prevent inflict such 
devastation and are a huge 
drain on public services. 

“These cuts also under¬ 
mine important progress be¬ 
ing made by government to 
tackle drug driving, because 
as much as we need a new drug 
driving law and screening de¬ 
vices, we also need the officers 
out there to enforce it.”

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Cobblers and council agree 
deal for £12m investment 
for Sixfields redevelopment

... and the Saints may also 
get £5m to expand ground 

■ The Northampton Saints board of directors has agreed to enter into 
negotiations with Northampton Borough Council over the provision of 
funding for the new North Stand at Franklin’s Gardens. 

■ Following “positive recent meetings” between the club’s management 
and representatives from the council, the Saints directors approved the 
progression of the talks into formal negotiations for a loan to fund the £5 
million development. 

■ Furthermore, the board of directors will also instruct the club’s team of 
professionals to submit a full planning application as soon as possible with 
a view to build the new North Stand in the summer of 2015. 

■ The new North Stand at Franklin’s Gardens represents a £5 million 
investment. It will include 1,900 seats, a new Members’ Bar on the ground 
floor, an enlarged hospitality suite, 10 executive boxes compared to 21 at 
present, a state-of-the-art control room, TV studio and improved access 
and viewing areas for disabled supporters. 

■ When it is completed, the North Stand will increase Franklin’s Gardens’ 
capacity from its current 13,591 to 15,500, thereby giving the Saints the 
ability to hold every regular season home game in Northampton, including 
possible Heineken Cup quarter finals. 


A deal to invest £12 million 
in the redevelopment of the 
Sixfields Stadium has been 
put together by Northampton 
Borough Council and the 
Cobblers. 

The plan, which will be ap¬ 
proved by the council’s cabi¬ 
net next month, will see the 
authority lend Northampton 
Town FC up to £12 million to 
expand the East and West 
stands at Sixfields and create 
a range ofvitally-needed facili¬ 
ties at the ground, including a 
conference centre, loo-room 
hotel, a gym and offices. 

The breakthrough comes 
eight years after plans to ex¬ 
pand the stadium were first 
revealed by the Cobblers and 
follows maj or delays when the 
scheme was held up in bureau¬ 
cratic red tape. 

Speaking to the Mercury’s 
sister paper, the Chronicle & 
Echo, Cobblers’ chairman, 
David Cardoza, said work 
should be completed by Au¬ 
gust next year. 

He said: “Sixfields will be 
unrecognisable following the 
redevelopment. It’s going to be 
a different world for the fans. 
They’re going to have a stadi¬ 
um to be proud of.” 

The first stage in the re¬ 
development of the Sixfields 
area will see the football sta¬ 
dium expanded to a capacity 
of about 10,000. 

Later work will see a ho¬ 
tel and a conference centre 
built next to the ground and 
300 new houses built on land 
close to the stadium. 

The council plans to use a 
Government-backed funding 
scheme to borrow the money 
for the deal at a very low inter¬ 
est rate. 

It will lend the cash to the 
club for the stadium redevel¬ 
opment, with the loan paid 
back by the Cobblers in 2017, 
after the new houses have 
been built near the stadium. 

The leader of the author¬ 
ity, Councillor David Mackin¬ 
tosh {Con, Rectory Farm )said 
he was glad the years of frus¬ 
tration for Cobblers fans was 
finally over and pledged that 
no matter what, this scheme 
would go ahead. 

He said: “I’m grateful to the 
fans who have been so patient. 


“It’s been as frustrating for 
me as it has been for them, but 
I’m pleased we’re now able to 
make this happen. And this is 
definitely it. This will happen 
now. As long as there is breath 


in my body, this will happen.” 

The stadium develop¬ 
ment will see the current east 
stand totally redeveloped into 
a stand twice its current size. 
The current west stand will al¬ 


so be re-developed to include 
10 corporate boxes. 

Mr Cardoza said: “We’ve 
been fighting for years for this, 
so I’m delighted it’s finally all 
coming together. 

“This is going to take us to a 
level that, arguably, we should 
already be at. The current sta¬ 
dium doesn’t have the facili¬ 
ties other clubs do, so we’ve 
not really been on an equal 
footing with them in that re¬ 
gard.” 

It is hoped the expansion of 
the stadium, combined with 
new facilities, such as the ho¬ 
tel, conference centre and 
gym, will make the ground a 
seven-days-a-week operation, 
generating much-needed cash 
for the football club. 

Plans for the stadium’s ex¬ 
pansion are now being drawn 
up by architects working for 
the club and it is believed a 
housing developer has been 
signed up to build homes close 
to the ground. 

It was also confirmed this 
week that League One neigh¬ 
bours, Coventry City, are to 
play their games at Sixfields 
for the next three years.

Gas towers to bo removed 


■ National Grid has confirmed the 
gas tower in St Peter’s Way, North¬ 
ampton, will be dismantled so an 
office development can be built. 
The future of two gas towers near 
Towcester Road has been up in the 
air for several years, but National 
Grid has now confirmed the one 
near the St Peter’s Way rounda¬ 
bout will be demolished. 

Scott Lewis from National Grid said 
the company wou Id now work with 
Northampton Borough Council and 
the West Northamptonshire De¬ 
velopment Corporation (WNDC) on 
plans for the site. 

He said: “We’ll continue to work 
to ensure this site can be provided 
with a brighter future and look 


forward to working with the com¬ 
munity as plans progress.” 

The leader of Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council, Councillor David 
Mackintosh (Con, Rectory Farm), 
welcomed the announcement. 

He said: “The removal of this gas 
holder will be a powerful demon¬ 
stration of our drive to ensure the 
regeneration of Northampton 
town centre continues, allowing 
us to open up the entrance to the 
enterprise zone.” 

WN DC has said there is already 
a great deal of interest in the site 
from developers. 

The future of the gas tower in 
Towcester Road has not yet been 
decided. 


from Wednesday, July 10 to 
allow drainage works to be 
relocated.

Last month was the sec¬ 
ond coldest June since1991, 
with average temperatures 
only creeping above 14°C, the 
county’s weather station has 
revealed. 

Pitsford Weather Station data 
from June, the first month of 
summer, showed average tem¬ 
peratures of 14.1°C, down i.3°C 
on the average. 

But despite the cool condi¬ 
tions, it was at least dry, with 
23.3mm of rain - representing 
just 43 per cent of the expect¬ 
ed levels. 

Sunshine totals were 
around average, with 163 
hours representing 97.5 per 
cent of expected levels. 

Mike Lewis, station manag¬ 
er at Pitsford Weather Station, 
said: “Last June was cooler 
still at 14°C, but this June was 
still the second coolest since 
1991 . 

“A trend for cooler and wet- 
ter summers is something 


we started to observe round 
about 2007. 

“June was drier than we 
would expect, and was the 
driest June since 2006. But it 
was 2005 the last time we saw 
temperatures exceed 30°C in 
Northampton. 

“We’ve seen a dominance 
of winds from the north east 
and west, and very few com¬ 
ing in from south-westerly di¬ 
rections.” 

Mr Lewis said the findings 
at Pitsford tallied with the 
views of meteorologists, who 
gathered recently at the Met 
Office to discuss the run ofwet 
summers in the UK.

On the beat-booze beat

Troublesome and violent 
drunks could be banned from 
entering pubs and stopped 
from buying alcohol during 
set times following the launch 
of a new team to help fight 
booze-fuelled disorder. 

In what is thought to be the 
first of its kind in the UK, 
Northamptonshire Police this 
week launched a new alcohol 
harm reduction team, to help 
try to bring down late-night 
violence, crime and drunk¬ 
enness. 

The team, which will be 
made up of six Pcs and one ser¬ 
geant, is to be tasked with car¬ 
rying out undercover checks 
on pubs, clubs and off-licenc¬ 
es, highlighting crime trends 
in problem premises and mak¬ 
ing sure bars, pubs and clubs 
adhere to the laws and do not 
sell to alcohol to people who 
are already drunk. 

The team will also aim 
to crack down on underage 
booze sales and began by tar¬ 
geting premises in and around 
Silverstone last weekend. 

The new team will also deal 
with street drinking and un¬ 
derage drinkers during the 
school holidays, however, 
it was revealed much of the 
work would be done at night 
and across weekends. 


One of the tools police say 
they are planning to use is a 
booze ban, which officers say 
will be similar to an anti-social 
behaviour order (ASBO) and 
will be handed out to persist¬ 
ent drunks. 

Officers say the orders, 
which are seen as “an exten¬ 
sion” to Pubwatch banning 
orders, are given out by mag¬ 
istrates and have the power 
to ban people from going to 
pubs and even from buying 
alcohol. 

Chief Superintendent Paul 
Fell said: “We will be monitor¬ 
ing people who are arrested 
and dealt with in our town 
centres. I will know on a Mon¬ 
day morning if a person has 
been arrested and I will know 
if it is the second or third time 


and then we will be potentially 
looking at these orders.” 

He said the team had al¬ 
ready started the process of 
identifying people who could 
be given orders. 

Chief Inspector Dave Spen¬ 
cer said he hoped the actions 
of the new team would cause 
a “ripple” effect across North¬ 
amptonshire and help to re¬ 
duce booze-fuelled crime 
across the county. 

He said: “This is not just 
about persecution and prose¬ 
cution of licensees, our prima¬ 
ry aim is to work with them to 
make licensed premises bet¬ 
ter and safer places for people 
to go and socialise. It is the few 
people who choose to run a li¬ 
censed premises poorly who 
will be targeted by this team.”

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Proposal to pay 
special constables 


Commissioner Adam Sim- 
monds has said he wants 
special constables in North¬ 
amptonshire to be paid and for 
them to become “embedded” 
into the police force. 

Speaking this week, Mr Sim- 
monds admitted he had now 
“changed the wording” of his 
plans to establish the first paid 
reservist police force in Eng¬ 
land, saying he instead aims to 
promote the work of specials. 

However, he stressed his 
plans to expand the special 
constabulary from 200 vol¬ 
unteers to 500 and offer them 
“bounty” payments would still 
increase the number ofvolun- 
teers in the force. He talked of 
having 1,000 volunteers. 

The PCC said: “During 
my campaign I talked about 
the fact I wanted to create 
a reservist force, primarily 
because I felt that we had a 
full-time establishment of po¬ 
lice officers who were working 
flat out but they needed some 
additional numbers. I have 
now stopped using the word 


‘reservists’ because we have 
a reservists force in the sense 
that we have the special con¬ 
stabulary.” 

Mr Simmonds said he did 
not believe the force should 
rely on the 1,220 police offic¬ 
ers employed in the county. 

Speaking at a meeting of 
the Northamptonshire Police 
and Crime Panel, he said he 
wanted professionals across 
Northamptonshire to be able 
to use their skills to help po¬ 
lice, whether it is a retired 
accountant who can help the 
forensic accountancy team 
or a former teacher who can 
engage with pupils in schools. 

He added: “Rather than say 
the special constable is ‘spe¬ 
cial’ I want them to be embed¬ 
ded into what we do every day. 

“We need to make sure 
their training is fit for pur¬ 
pose. We can save some money 
by not training them for every 
eventuality. They have to be¬ 
come much more part of the 
business of the police day. 

“We are going to be offering 
them a ‘bounty’, so if people

are volunteering and they are 
doing their hours every month 
we will offer then opportunity 
for them to be paid to do a little 
bit more.” 

Meanwhile, members of 
the crime panel rejected calls 
from Liberal Democrats to co¬ 
opt additional members on to 
the panel. Former panel mem¬ 
ber Councillor Brendan Gly- 
nane had called for the party 
to be represented. 

However, members unani¬ 
mously rejected a motion call¬ 
ing for additional councillors 
to be co-opted onto the panel.

Boothroyd’s delight as midfielder agrees to two-year deal

Darren Carter has become the 
latest new player to sign for the 
Cobblers after agreeing terms 
on a two-year deal at Sixfields. 

The 29-year-oldjoins on a 
free transfer after concluding 
his contract at Cheltenham 
Town at the end of last season. 

Described as an attacking, 
left-footed central midfielder 
with a good ability to arrive 
late in the box and score goals, 
Carter is a player Town man¬ 
ager Aidy Boothroyd believes 
is playing below his ability 
level and one he is delighted 
to have recruited. 

“He was a key player for 
Cheltenham last season 
and I think he’s a really good 
midfielder with an excellent 
pedigree,” said Boothroyd of 
a midfielder who was widely 
expected to sign for Port Vale. 

“He is in absolutely fantas¬ 
tic shape and he has had oth¬ 
er offers so I’ve bought him 
dinner and persuaded him to 
come to this club. 

“We think he’s a player who 
can get us goals from midfield 
and he genuinely believes he 
should not be playing in league 
two and I agree with him. 

“But we’ve got him, just 
like we have some other good 


players, and we aren’t far away 
from having a really strong 16 
now.” 

Carter should make his de¬ 
but in the club’s first domestic 
friendly match of the summer, 
at Sileby Rangers on Saturday 
(3pm kick-off). 

The scenario is a far cry 
from Boothroyd’s first ex¬ 
perience of the player - the 
2002 first-division play-off 
final which saw Birmingham 
City promoted to the Premier 
League. 

“When I was at Norwich I 
saw him in the play-off final at 
the Millennium Stadium and 
he scored the winning penalty 
for Birmingham that day,” he 
said. 

“We were all depressed at 
Norwich that day, just like we 
were here at the end of last 
season, and they came again 
and got promoted, which I’m 
sure we will as well. 

“So it just goes to show 
we’re all connected.” 

Meanwhile, former Cob¬ 
blers striker Jake Robinson 
has signed for Conference 
South club Whitehawk. 

The 26-year-old, who was 
not retained at Sixfields at the 
end of his two-year contract, 
played for the Hawks in their 
friendly against Brighton at 
the weekend. 

Whitehawk manager Dar¬ 


ren Freeman, who has led a 
summer-long pursuit of Rob¬ 
inson, believes the ex-Cobbler 
could make a huge impact at 
the Enclosed Ground. 

And Freeman was delighted 
to secure the services of a player 


who was a regular in the Town 
team towards the end of 2012. 

“My attitude is if you don’t 
ask, you don’t get,” he said. 

“I have targeted players 
this summer who some peo¬ 
ple would think would cost 


fortunes and wouldn’t join us 
but that is not always the case. 

“Jake has been a profes¬ 
sional footballer for a long 
time, firstly with Albion and 
then for a number of seasons 
away from Sussex. 


“He has had offers from 
teams in the north this sum¬ 
mer but he wanted to come 
back home where he could 
play week in, week out and 
start to enjoy his football 
again.” 


Sixfields move was Coventry’s only option

COBBLERS chairman David 
Cardoza says he ‘fully under¬ 
stands’ the concerns of Cov¬ 
entry City fans who are now 
faced with the prospect of 
watching their club play in 
Northampton. 

The Sky Blues’ plans to rent 
Sixfields for the next three 
seasons were approved by 
the Football League on Mon¬ 
dayevening. 

The deal is a controver¬ 
sial one and is opposed by a 
huge number of Coventry 
supporters, with many 
pledging to boycott their 


club’s fixtures at Sixfields. 

Cardoza accepts there is 
likely to be criticism of the 
deal but that the view from 
Coventry City was that there 
was ‘no option’ for them but 
to move out of their home 
city. 

“We totally understand 
that the majority of Coventry 
fans feel their club should be 
playing in their city and we 
are sorry they are not but the 
issues about whether or not 
they could use the Ricoh or 
any other venue in Coventry 
are not ours to discuss. 


“Coventry City Football 
Club felt the only option was 
to move outside of the city, and 
our first involvement in this 
process was when we were 
approached by Coventry City 
asking us to help a fellow foot¬ 
ball club. 

“There wasn’t any plan for 
us to try and tempt another 
club away from their local 
community for our financial 
gain. We are simply helping 
a fellow football club at their 
request. 

“As chairman of North¬ 
ampton Town, my respon¬ 


sibility is to the players and 
supporters of Northampton 
Town Football Club. We are 
not judge and jury over eve¬ 
rything in football, of course 
Coventry should be playing 
in Coventry but the reason 
why they cannot for this tem¬ 
porary period is not down to 
us. 

“Coventry City have come 
forward, asking to hire our sta¬ 
dium on days when it is not in 
use, helping Northampton 
Town’s cash flow in the proc¬ 
ess and have Football League 
approval to do so. 


“We are a league two club 
who are battling to break even, 
so given the facts that are pre¬ 
sented the decision has been 
made in the best interests of 
Northampton Town Football 
Club while also attempting to 
help Coventry City.” 

Cardoza also assured sup¬ 
porters the Cobblers will have 
priority when home games 
clash - which they will on the 
second weekend ofthe season, 
August 10, when Northamp¬ 
ton play Newport County and 
Coventry are due to play Bris¬ 
tol City. 
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
